The Trump administration issued a permit authorizing Bayou Bridge Pipeline, a 
subsidiary of Energy Transfer Partners, to construct a 162-mile crude oil pipeline 
through irreplaceable wetlands, communities, and farms stretching across 
Louisiana — threatening jobs and water quality. The pipeline is the final leg of a 
cross-country mega-pipeline that connects the controversial Dakota Access 
Pipeline, originating in the Bakken oil fields of North Dakota, to refineries and 
export terminals in Louisiana.
